London, To-day. 


IT IS LEARNED THAT the Westerland aerodrome 
on the island of Sylt was subjected to almost con- 
tinuous bombing for 100 minutes during Tues- 
day night's raid by the R.A.F. This was the first 
raid on this aerodrome, though other points on 
Sylt had previously been bombed. 


- During the raid on Stavanger aerodrome, shortly be- 
fore dawn, about 20 enemy aircraft were heavi- 
-ly bombed and a number are believed to have 
been destroyed or: badly damaged. " 


High explosive bombs played havoc 
with the already crater-pitted aero- 
drome surface and one raider, mak- 
ing a dive-bombing attack at a low 
level, released a heavy salvo which 
was seen to burst near the side of 
the main runwhy. 


A strongly burning fire was re- 
ported by one of our returning raiders, 
At ‘Christlansand the raiders 
concentrated on runways and the 
aerodrome ‘bulldings. They evaded 
the barrage put up by the ground 
defences and registered many hits. 


Two Planes Lost 


Of the large force of aircraft em- 
ployedon the  night’s widespread 
operations, two failed to return. 

One aircraft detailed to attack 
Fornebu aerodrome, near Oslo, did 
not reach its objective as it sighted 
two enemy ships steaming. north 
near the head of Oslo Fjord. 4 

The R.A.F. plane dropped two 
salvos of bombs which burst close 
to the leading vessel and then de- 
scended to within 160 feet of the 
water and machinegunned the lead- 
ing ship as It made for the shore. 

The fourth successive attack on 
Aalborg, in Denmark, was made in 
perfect weather, there being a cloud- 
less sky and a full moon. 


Aalborg Strengthened 


For the first time no enemy aircraft 
were seen on the aerodrome but the 
powerful. ground defences were alert 
and the raiders were met by a bar- 
rage of. fire over the target area and 
by the persistent attentions of a ring 
of searchlights outside. the aerodrome.

In concluding my speech at the an- 
nual general meeting held‘ last, year 
I remarked:— . 

I feel that I should again convey 


to you a'note of: warning cohcern+. 


‘ing prospects in the immediate fu- 
ture. We have benefited from the 
abnormal conditions which prevail- 
ed most of last year. For that we 
must be thankful. But he must 
be a bold person who,. without an 


utter. disregard of the portent of. 
the dark clouds gathering ahead of 


him, would dare view: the imme- 

diate future with any degree of 

complacency: or with optimism. 

It is with keen regret that I have 
to confess that the result of last year’s 
trading was éven Worse than my 
gloomy forebodings had‘led me _ to 
expect, accounting for, a loss for the 
year, after providing for depreciation 
of steamers at the usual rate, repairs, 
etc., of $173,985.04. This loss has been 
transferred to profit and loss account, 
thus reducing the credit of that ac- 
cont to the sum of $31,739.59, which 
your directors recommend be carried 
forward to a new.account. - — 

Apart from a short perlod .during 
September, when company’s steamers 
carried full number’ of passengers 
from Hong Kong to Macao, the com~ 
pany has had ‘to face adverse trading 
conditions through the year. : 
In the -Canton line _ negotiations 
with the authorities concerned result- 
ed in the Kinshan being permitted’ a 
passenger service between the . two 
ports. Subsequently, in agreement 
with the China Navigation Co. Ltd., 
the Fatshan took over the. run, -thus 
permitting the Kinshan to resume un- 
interrupted service in the. Macao line. 

I wish to record the grateful. ap- 
preciation of this company to H.B.M. 
Consul General in Canton for his 
valuable services .in connection with 
the negotiations above referred to. - 


LITTLE INDUCEMENT ~~ 


With Canton being virtually closed, 
the company’s activities. had to be re- 
stricted to the Hong Kong-Macao run. 
At best this line’ offers but little in- 
ducement to tonnage larger than that 
of the smaller type of river steamers.

throat competition, by resorting to re- 
ducing fares to absolutely unecdnomic 
levels,.can do no good to anyone, Is 
now more generally recognised. When 
I mention that at the worst period of 
such competition it was possible to 
travel to Macao for about HK$0.08, 
my point will be readily understood. 
At long last a combine of the river 
shipping companies has been mooted, 
and if such a combine should materia- 
lise, as the directors hope it will, then 
at all events some of the ill effects 
of the suicidal competition can be 
eliminated. 

I can only say that, in my view, 
the immediate prospects are-not bright, 
and that we'should not deceive our- 
selves with any false hopes. The

‘ An estimate of. Germany’s posi- 
tion in the’ Baltic is given by the 
“Daily: Telegraph”. correspondent,

He writes: After two or three 
crucial months, and ‘as the result 
of the battles of the fjords, the 
naval-balance of power . in the 
Baltic has shifted against Germany 
and in favour of Sweden. 

The German navy, built for no 
other purpose than to dominate the 
Baltic, is no longer mistress ‘of 
that sea. Germany can no longer . 
support with naval power an in- 
vasion of Sweden, . 

If the surviving German cruisers _ 

_ are drafted, along with Germany's 
intact battleship, to form a battle 
fleet, its total weight in guns is- 
six 11-inch, eight 8-inch and 17 
§.9 inch, against the 12 ‘l1-inch, 
and.
